Kinr.'U Dk.ai' Mn'Ks' Journal: — Per- 
mit me through the ,Ioiu;nai, Io say a 
fow words for the deaf people of In 
diana, who have hern so severely eri 
ticised by Charles Kerney. a, graduate 

from the National Deaf Mute College 

at. Washington, D.O., I your edition 
of January 88, for not responding 
more liberally to Ihe call for suliserip 

lions to the (iallandei Centennial Me 
mortal Fund Mr. Carney refers to 
the silent population of ihe great state 
of Indiana numbering 8,300, and to 

fact that they have so far only contri- 
buted !?;{ Ill) to the fund, when it was 
expected they would send in at least 
$500. The facts above set forth are 
wholly incorrect in regard lotho popu- 
lation, which does nol to the best of my 
judgment number more than $1,000, 
and. the amount that Ihe mutes of 
Indiana have already subscribed is 
more I han (8.80 He says that, the 
silent people of other localities regard 
this action of Indiana wilh both 
amassment and regret, and that they 
oanoot reason for the ingraii 

lude and noil -patriotism displayed by 
Ihe liidi.'inans in the matter of this 
general cause. I will nol refer to 

other unkind remarks of your cone 

spondeiii, lor 1 am loo much of a gen 
lleiuan lo imitate his vile, slanderous 
epistle, which should never have come 
from such a man as Mr. Kerney, who 
has had Ihe benelil of the National 

Mute College for a number ol 

years, during which period he had no 
doubt Bnffloient time to learn that such 
Conduct on his part was not becoming 
a gentleman, but will simply say thai 
if the deaf-mutes of Indiana ha 
far taken very litile iuterest in this 
mailer, it is mostly, if not altogether 
due to the fact (hut it has not been 
properly brought lo their intention, 
Ihe deaf mutes of Indiana, as w 
other Western States, having a very 
limited knowledge of Dr. (.aliunde! 
and his services. Another r, BSOU why 
the silent people of Indiana have not 
subscribed more liberally to the fund.

agents, and thai the commillee on t ho 
(iallandei Kund. havin-r been selected 

from Eastern patties, [Indiana is re- 
presented on Ihe committee.

Journal] have not given proper 
attention to the Western stales 
and especially to Indiana, I have no

I am often astonished and not B lit- 
tle disguste.l at, the deference with 
which some of the dead' treat those who 
can hear. One would think from the 
way the former behave that the latter 
were vastly their superiors, simply be- 
cause they were endowed wilh' one 
sense more. I remember B case whioh 
fell under my observation years ugo, 
in which a hearing leacher ordered a 
deaf one in the rudest, most, ungentle- 
mauly way, to chunge his seal in the 
chapel. It was done before the whole 
school, und the deuf teacher, though 
very much mortified at the other's 
rudeness, insteud of quietly remaining 
where he was, as he ought to have 
done, meekly got. up and obeyed the 
other's order. Of course the way the 
deuf man behaved did not raise him in 
the opinion of those who saw the 
and were capable of passing jud 
nuint on it. On Ihe other hand, a 
semi mute was once treated rudely by 
a man with whom he had business. 
He promptly got up, put on his hat 
und left the otlice, growling out " I like 
to be treated with ordinary politeness." 
Next lime he called on the mini, the 
lut ter was all smiles and politeness. 

Provided education is equal, there is 

no di ffer e nc e between the deuf and 
healing ; they are equally capable of 
judging for themselves, and should lie 
treated alike. In my pantry is a 
sword over seventy years old. It was 
once bright, but its lustre is now dim- 
med. The reason is that it has been 
neglected and lias seldom quitted the 
the seSbbard in all these seventy years. 
Just so with the deaf. If ih, 
us.- the minds Ood gave them, and 
submit their judgement to those who 
SUB heur, simply because the latter can 
hear, their minds will soon become 
useless. In one school at least, the 
principal was partly responsible for 
this state affairs, though he must be 
acquitted of any evil intention, as he 
meant well. He was accustomed to 
give each graduate a letter of advice, 
in which he advised them not to talk 
too much to the hearing, ,-is it might 
bother them. He did not use the 
above words, but the idea was the 
Same. That was very bad advice, be- 
cause it made those into whose hands 
the letter fell have too high an opinion 
of hearing,

abase myself in the dust before a man 
whose only claim to be so treated con 
slats in his ability to hear? Not by a 
long shot. If he wants my company 
he must treat ine as an equal, or I will 
soon make him understand that I will 
not stand such treatment. There is 
no necessity in having a pitched battle 
about it ( snobs of that description 
rather enjoy a quarrel), but it is easily 
done in a cool, quiet way, which is 
more effective than bluster. 

When some mutes want bus 
transacted, which they are prefectly 
able to attend themselves, they are ao- 
customed to ask a hearing friend to 
go with them and act. us interpreter — 
they, in the mean time, standing by 
with their hands hanging down and 
doing nothing except looking des- 
perately frightened. 

So much for slavish deference. On 
the other hand, it is equally wrong to 
bully any one. Claim your rights : 
do not interfere with the lights of 
others, and do not allow them to in: 
fere or browbeat you. Do this in a 
quiet, gentlemanly way, and yon will 
win and be universally respected. In 
a word, act accordingly to Jefferson 
Davis' advice, with which this article 
is headed : " Never be haughty to the 
humble, or humble to the hanglo 
If one i< haughty to the humble, he is 
a bully ; if humble to the haughty, he 
is a slave.' 

The above may seem written in a 
bitter vein, but the intention is good. 
Medicine is often bitter, but it lias a 
1 effect, and I hope that what I 
have' said may stir some one up to 
do his own thinking.
